dont countries, in the interior of Sumatra; 
and, among .other the: Kwanien Korinchi’ 
district, These districts would rather place 
themselves. under the protection‘of the Ne- 
‘therlunds -ladia:Government, than remain 
independent, as they cau then have an offi. 
cial to refer “to for the adjustment of their 
tribal disputes, and. to whose judgment, as 
a vole," they submit—but pay. nothing for 
it, Thus our protection ought only to be 
granted on. condition that they subject 
thomaelyes to an improved jurisprudence, 
adopt. our regulations, system of-native in- 
struction at their own cost, and they pay 
for protection generally, by a moderate land 

in place of a coffee monopoly, ‘and 
forced labour; by which moans. to the pre 
sent day many. people on Goyerhment land 
have sought for sources of income.- ‘The 
bringing of the inhabitants of Kwanten un- 
‘der: our rule, would be of’ further utility; 
whens telegraph from ‘the W.'to the B, 
coast.of Sumatra must raw through this 
district, - and they can: scarcely be omitted 
rom. the proper forniation of a regular, 
military and trading. convection botween 
the two coasts, 

The Stimatre Courant states as follows, 
‘regarding the Governot’s journey, and-dis- 
covories:—‘On. the 20th Dec. 1868, the 
journey into the interior was’ commenced, . 
under ‘the disagreeable ‘conviction, that 
travellors ip those districts, would have to 
limit: themselves to short marches, on ac- 
count of the heavy rains. At noon the 
Batta campong ’ Bonan Doluk was reached ; 
and the good-will of the people. was made 
apparent, by the chief slaughtering a buffalo. 
After having, passed the night at this place, 
the jouriey was continued on the following 
day to Si Gompilan. This latter place is- 
not 8i-Gompolan where a missionary society 
is stationed. ; a4 

On the 22n4, Pagar Lembang was reach. 
ed,. where several chiefs ‘presented ho; 
and on the '23rd, Huta Tinghi ; ‘the inh 
bitants of this place had fled, throtigh fear, 
but spéedily returned when they understood 
that the visit had oply peaceful objects, 
Having’ departed ‘thence for Huta Dame, 
a distance of 12 leagies, at an intermediate 
place, Bono Adjie, the -travellers were 
awaited by the missionary teacher, Johann- 
sen, | at. the request’ of thé: fear-stritken 
inhabitants,” who would .otherwise have 
fied,: but’ now stayed in the campong, men 
as well as-womnen. - At half-past six in the 
evening the travellers arrived at the mag- 
nifcent valley of Si Lindong, and ‘were 
there anxiously Waited fot by the-migsion- 
ary Notitenden at the Batang ‘Taro. river, 
Here things ‘assumed an agreeable and 
enlivening aspect, by: the neighbouring 
school: youth joining together iu singing the 
Nethorlands national song, ‘ Wier Nether-. 
lands bloed,” which, although in the Batta 
language, was very well sung. -The 26th 
‘December was devoted to religious oxor- 
ciévs, and the place of worship was very 
nitinerously attended. 

During the .thres following days, the 
Governor carried Gut his intention of visit- 
ing the cumpongs situated in the heighbour- 
hood of Si ‘Liudang. ° According to the
